BROADER BOYCOTT OF 
GERMAN PRODUCTS IS URGED

The Invasion and Annexation of Czechoslovakia and 
Memel by Hitler’s Reprehensible Autocracy “Has 
Aroused to a High Pitch the Indignation of All 
Peoples Throughout the World Who Love Liberty, 


Freedom and Democracy’ 


Trenchant attacks on the ruth- 
less dictatorial power used by | 
Adolf Hitler, chancellor of Ger- 


many’s nazi government, in over- 
running and seizing Czechoslova- 
kia and Memel, coupled with a call 
to the people of the United States 
to mobilize their efforts in boycott- 
ing German-made goods until the 
American market for nazi products 
is reduced to zero, featured the ad- 
dress at Washington, D. C., by 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, on 
a radio program arranged by the 
American Council Against Nazi 
Propaganda and broadcast over a 
Columbia Broadcasting system net- 
work, 

“The officers and members of 
the American Federation of Labor 
have been deeply moved by the 
events which have taken place in 
Europe,” Mr. Green said. “Their 
sympathies go out to the people of 
Czechoslovakia, whose homes and 
country have been ruthlessly in- 
vaded and who, through force and 
violence, have been compelled to 
submit to the rule of autocracy and 
dictatorship. 

“Hitler repudiated the Versailles 
treaty by occupying the neutral 
Rhineland zone. Immediately there- 
after, he invaded Austria. These 
two events shocked the _ sensibili- 
ties of all classes of citizens 
throughout our beloved country, 

“Then came the threat of inva- 
sion of Czechoslovakia. We recall 
quite clearly that this threat re- 
sulted in the Munich agreement. 
Czechoslovakian Independence 
Assassinated 

“No one believed that Hitler 
would confine himself to the acqui- 
sition of the Sudeten territory of 
Czechoslovakia. The _ representa- 
tives of Great Britain and France 
were deceived. They accepted the 


Board Employs 
Japs, Union 
Makes Protest 


Head of Gardeners’ Union 
Enters Protest to San 
Leandro School Board 


A protest against the letting 
of a contract to Japanese on 
the landscape gardening on the 
new Roosevelt school was 


made Tuesday night to the San 
Leandro school board by Henry 


Stephens, business representative 
of the Gardeners, Florists and 
Nurserymen’s Union, Local No. 
1206. 


The contract was let by the 
board to the West Coast nursery, 
owned by a group of Japanese and 
an attorney in San Francisco. 
The contract price was about $320. 

Stephens made his protest to the 
board on the grounds that the con- 
tract was going to persons that 
are not American citizens while an 
American nurseryman' submitted 
his bid of approximately $350; 
thirty dollars above the Japanese 
price. 

Stephens said: 

“American citizens are being 
thrown out of employment in 
favor of Japanese, by such ac- 
tions, It may be the legal way, 
but it is morally wrong. Pub- 
lic funds should not be used in 
this manner, it means hard- 
ships on American workers.” 
The board claimed they were le- 

gally right in letting the contract, 
claiming the Japanese are Amer- 
ican born. 

The job will be watched by 
Stephens so that only American 
citizens will be employed on the 
school grounds.

assurance of this dictator that fol- 
lowing the acquisition of the al- 
leged German section of Czecho- 
slovakia his invasion of additional 
territory in Europe was at an end. 
“No wonder the representatives 
of the great democracies became 
indignant and thoroughly aroused 
when later the Czechoslovakian na- 
tion was robbed of its independence 
and the complete control of the 
rerman dictator was extended over 
the lives and the territory of that 
thriving democracy located within 
the heart of continental Europe. 


“The passing of Czechoslovakia 
was tragic. In fact, it is the great- 
est national tragedy of modern 
times and modern-day life because 
it involves the substitution of au- 
tocracy for democracy. 

“Tt provides for dictatorial con- 
trol and the robbing of a peaceful 
people of their political rights. But 
this did not conclude the policy of 
this ruthless dictator, a policy that 
had been kept secret from the rep- 
resentatives of Great Britain, 
France, and the other democracies 
in Europe. 

Memel Is Confiscated 

“Flushed with the easy victory 
he achieved when he _ overran 
Czechoslovakia, Hitler demanded 
that Lithuania surrender Memel. 
Lithuania yielded and this addi- 
tional territory, with its thousands 
of people, was brought under the 
tyrannical control of this repre- 
hensible dictatorship. 

“The shocking feature of the in- 
vasion of independent nations is 
that their inhabitants are deprived 
of human rights through the ex- 
ercise of force. They know that his 
demand for unconditional surren- 
der is supported by a powerful war 
machine and a conquering army 
under the control of one man and 
subject to his will. 


Friends of Liberty 
Are Indignant ¢ 

“All of this has aroused to a 
high pitch the indignation of all 
peoples throughout the civilized 
world who love liberty, freedom 
and democracy and who, in their 
daily lives, practice the principles 
of tolerance, justice and fair deal- 
ing. 

“The working people of our 
country believe that the moral and 
economic strength of the world 
should be mobilized and united in 
opposition to the Hitler policy in 
Europe. There are many things we 
can do which will bring home to 
Hitler and his associates the con- 
centrated opposition of the democ- 
racies throughout the world. 

More Militant 
Boycott Urged 

“The officers and members of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
fully conscious of this fact, de- 
clared a boycott against the pur- 
chase and sale of German-made 
products. This boycott has been 
applied in a very extended and 
effective way. 

“Millions of working men and 
women, affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, can and 
will make it more widespread in 
the future. One can scarcely com- 
prehend the effect upon the eco- 
nomic situation in Germany if all 
classes of people in our great coun- 
try unite thoroughly and whole- 
heartedly in employing a boycott 
against the purchase and sale of 
German-made goods. 

“It is my purpose and intention 
to again repeat the strong appeal 
I have already made to the mem, 
bership of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor to apply the boycott 
against German-made goods more 
effectively than ever. I know that 
because of the feeling of indigna- 
tion which has been aroused among 
our members they will respond 
whole-heatedly at this time. 
Intolerance Substituted 
For Democracy 

“There is involved in this de- 
structive policy of Hitler an attack 
upon democracy and the rule of 
self-government in both Austria 
and Czechoslovakia where the 
principles of self-government pre- 
vailed. : 

“We are reminded that demo- 
cratic forms of government had 
reached a high point in both Aus-

Laborers Meet Employers 
On Wage Scales; Decision 
To Be Given in Ten Days 


Recently the Alameda County 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council approved the wage scales 
submitted by Laborers’ Union, Lo- 
cal No, 304. The wage scale ap- 
proved by the council calls for a 
minimum of 814 cents an hour on 
all building trades work and 
heavy duty construction. 


This week representatives of the 
laborers’ union met with several 
heavy duty contractors and sub- 
mitted their scale of 81% cents an 
hour and according to reports a 
decision will be given within ten 
days. 

The union representatives meet- 
ing with the employers were, Lee 
Lalor, George Gibbs and Ruben 
Brown. 

The union officials reported a 
large number of jobs about ready 
to start which means many labor- 
ers will return to gainful employ- 
ment very shortly. About 25 men 
are employed at the naval air base 
job in Alameda for Healey and 
Tibbits and when the job is well 


under way about 75 men will be 
employed. 
Other large jobs are about to 


start, the officials reported, and 
the unemployed list should be re- 
duced to a minimum within a few 
weeks, they said. 

The laborers’ union, one of the 
larger organizations in the labor 
movement in Alameda county, has 
the undivided support of the crafts 
affiliated with the building trades 
council in enforcing their wage 
scale of 81% cents an hour on all 
jobs.

A three year working agreement

With a claimed membership of 
200,000, the UAWU would be the 
second international union which 
originally left the ranks of the 
AFL, forming the CIO, to take 
steps to return to the federation.

emerged to announce: 

“We will welcome the return 
of the automobile workers to 
our ranks and pledge them full 
support in their efforts to 
bring the benefits of union- 
ization to the automobile in- 
dustry.”

dence.” 


The court also made this timely 
and pertinent observation:

tions act, but in so doing it must 
deal fairly with all the parties. It 
| has the duty to decide the case be- 
fore it on all the evidence and 
should not arbitrarily cast away 
}all the undisputed evidence that is 
|inconsistent with its findings. If 
its findings are supported by sub- 
| stantial evidence they should stand. 
The test of substantial evidence, 
however, is not satisfied by evi- 
| dence which merely creates a sus- 
picion.”

paid a preacher to 


warn mill hands from the pulpit that the Bible “tells us to be satisfied 
with our wages.” When hailed before a trial examiner for the board, the 
preacher couldn’t remember just where the Bible carried that admonition. 

The pulpit exhortations weren’t enough to smash the union, and so the 
company fired active union men, organized “dummy unions,” inspired 
physical attacks on unionists, refused them credit at company stores, 


and got sheriff’s deputies who were 


paid by the company to arrest union 


members on fake charges, the examiner reported.

Contractors Form Labor Relations Committee to 
Cooperate with Electrical Workers to Settle Disputes 


A new milestone in management 
and labor co-operation was marked 


off this week when the national 
electrical contractors’ association 
set up machinery to foster har- 
monious relations with the inter- 
national brotherhood of electrical 
workers. The association an- 
nounced formation of a labor rela- 
tions committee, composed exclu- 
Sively of contractors employing 
only members of the electrical 
workers. Its chairman, E. C. Carl- 
son of Youngstown, Ohio, explained 
it would collaborate with the union 
in settling all disputes peacefully, 
promoting the electrical industry 
and raising standards within it. 


President Dan W. Tracy of the 
electrical workers hailed the move 
as paving the way for an “effec- 
tive national agency” of employ- 
ers with which the union could 
deal. 


His organization now has agree- 
ments with over 7,500 electrical 


contractors, Tracy pointed out. If 
these could be brought together in 
one unit, “rooted in rational poli- 
cies, there would be no limit of 
usefulness to which the electrical 
construction industry could not 
aspire,” Tracy said, 

“Necessity for such agency of 
co-operation is more acute today 
than possibly in any period during 
the last generation,’ he added. 
“Great and even startling changes 
in electrical construction tech- 
niques are impending and these 
can be adequately met only by in- 
telligent co-operative action.” 

Chairman Carlson of the com- 
mittee likewise urged all employers 
to join it and praised the electrical 
workers as having been “always 
prepared to do its part” in co-oper- 
ating with management.

FITTERS’ NOTES 


By SAMUEL J. DONOHUE 


In compliance with resolutions 
adopted by the delegates to the 
convention of the California State 


Building and Construction Trades 
Council, 
recently ad- 
journed, Pres- 
ident Frank 
Cc. MacDonald 
is actively en- 
gaged in havy- 
ing those res- 
olutions car- 
ried on to suc- 
cessful completion at this session 
of the legislature. His headquar- 
ters in Sacramento, where he is 
spending all of his time, except 
during week-ends, is at the Berry 
hotel. 


One of the most important 
measures to be acted upon in this 
session of the legislature is that 
which deals with WPA activities 
on construction work. On Wednes- 
day last, Brother MacDonald with 
a committee of the executive offi- 
cers of the state building trades 
council met with Governor Olson, 
an appointment having been ar- 
ranged with the governor’s secre- 
tary for a conference on several 
very important measures. Know- 
ing what he was to be confronted 
with, the governor had with him 
Mr. H. Dewey Anderson, chief ad- 
ministrator of the state relief ad- 
ministration. At this conference it 
was pointed out very clearly and 
definitely the disastrous effect that 
passage of legislation, which would 
be the means of having building 
construction work done by WPA 
workers, upon the union building 
trades mechanics. This would be 
the cause of many of the members 
of organized labor throughout this 
state who are at the present time 
making every effort to maintain 
their standing as members of or- 
ganized labor to make themselves 
eligible for work on the WPA by 
having themselves placed on re- 
lief rolls in order to obtain em- 
ployment. 


From reliable sources it is 
learned that amongst those who 
are leaders in the workers’ alli- 
ance, which is composed of WPA 
workers, are acknowledged mem- 
bers of the communist party, and 
it would seem almost incredible to 
believe that amongst those who 
are obtaining relief and employ- 
ment by this United States govern- 
ment are members of an organiza- 
tion whose definite aim is to over- 
throw our present form of govern- 
ment. 


Another question that organized 
labor is very much interested in, 
and will be none too pleased to 
know, is that Mr. R. G. Wagenet, 
director of the bureau of unem- 
ployment compensation of the so- 
cial security board, advised that 
administrative funds for the pay- 
ment of unemployment insurance 
to 150,000 California workers was 
threatened as the unemployment 
reserve commission announced it 
may be forced to suspend opera- 
tions on April 30th unless admin- 
istrative funds are granted by 
congress. Unless congress appro- 
priates the required amount nec- 
essary to continue the payments, 
150,000 California workers will be 
jeopardized for a period of two 
months, namely, from April 30th 
until July ist. 


The Alameda County Building 
and Construction Trades Council 
at a recent meeting went on rec- 
ord that unions who have been re- 
sponsible for placing a name of a 
firm or employer on the “We Don’t 
Patronize” list must make every 
effort to have that declaration 
made effective. Unless this is done 
their names will be removed from 
the list. In compliance with this 
request the business representa- 
tive of the Plumbers and Gas Fit- 
ters’ Local Union No. 444, U. A., is 
carrying out those instructions to 
the letter, and where it happens to 
be beneficial to the movement 
these firms will be unionized. If 
not, publicity of their rating will 
naturally follow.

“TIME,” “LIFE” Observe “Unfair” List, Request 
Of State Federation of Labor 


“Unfair” Summer Resorts Should Not Be 
Supported by Members of Organized 


REMAIN

Chicago Printing Trades 
Unions Deny Rumor That 
Magazines Are Published 
Under Union Conditions 


The organization committee of 
the Chicago trade union issued the 
following statement puncturing as 
untrue the report that the peri- 
odicals “Time” and “Life” have 
been taken from the anti-union 
R. R. Donnelley & Sons company 
and given to printing concerns au- 
thorized to use the union label: 


“A false rumor to the effect that 
Time and Life, two publications 
printed by the anti-union concern 
of R. R. Donnelley & Sons com- 
pany which have been placed on 
the ‘we don’t patronize’ list of the 
entire labor movement of the North 
American continent, are now being 
printed under union conditions is 
being circulated in many places in 
this country, 


“The Chicago printing trades 
unions, through their organization 
committee, wish to call attention 
to this falsehood and to warn all 
labor against giving credence to 
any such reports. We can assure 
you that all labor will be immedi- 
ately notified of any change in the 
situation as regards the printing of 
these publications. 

“The rumor is probably based 
upon the fact that Life, one of the 
publications put out by Time, Inc., 
is to issue an eastern edition, the 
printing of which is to be done by 
the Philadelphia plant of Cuneo. 
The typesetting and plate making 
are still done by Donnelley and the 
plates are to be shipped to Phila- 
delphia. , 

“Arrangements have been made, 
under a five-year contract, begin- 
ning in June, whereby Cuneo will 
produce 600,000 copies weekly of 
Life, the balance amounting to 
some 800,000 copies, will continue 
to be produced by Donnelley as far 
as we now know, although there 
is considerable talk to the effect 
that a western edition is to be 


printed in a union office at Palo 


Alto, California. 


“In spite of this, Life must still 


remain on the ‘we don’t patronize’ 


list until it is produced 100 per 


cent under union conditions. Labor 
cannot be misled by a publication 
being produced part union and 
part anti-union. Hence we especial- 
ly request you to intensify your 
drive against Time and Life to the 
end that they be produced under 
union conditions.”

Berkeley Firemen Protest False 
j Statements of Opponents 


Berkeley firemen who are pre- 
vented from speaking in behalf of 
their charter amendment for fear 
of losing their jobs, are enlisting 


the aid of relatives to get the 
truth of their proposed merit sys- 
tem before the public. 

The past weeks have found 
many speakers representing the 
opponents of the civil service 
amendment making many mislead- 
ing statements that the firemen 
are unable to reply to because of

TOBACCO WORKERS MAY

88 Union Agreements 
Gained by Machinists 


Strikes for Improved Labor 
Conditions Required in 
Only Four Cases 


Continuing its record for Janu- 
ary and February when 213 new 
and renewed agreements were fi- 
nalized, the international associa- 
tio of machinists, affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
closed the month of March with 88 
more agreements signed by its rep- 
resentatives in many cities 
throughout the United States, ac- 
cording to the report issued by F. 
D. Laudemann, general vice presi- 
dent of the association. 

The hours written into the agree- 
ments indicate the progressive 
march of the association towards 
a shorter work week, 

The eight-hour day, 48-hour week 
was included in only four agree- 
ments. The 48-hour week without 
stipulating the hours per day was 
written into one agreement. 


The 8hour day and 40-hour 
week was incorporated in ten 
agreements. The 40-hour week 


without the daily hours being spec- 
ified was written into 36 agree- 
ments. 

Twenty-six agreements _ stipu- 
lated the 8-hour day, 44-hour week, 
and one called for the 44-hour 
week without fixing the number 
of hours per day. 

It is significant that this record 
of 88 agreements was achieved 
with the use of the strike neces- 
sary in only four cases.

Intensify Boycott of Nazi Products 


More extensive and energetic boycott of German made 
goods by all liberty-loving people in the United States is un- 
doubtedly the most effective available means of dirking in a 
vital spot the dastardly autarchy by means of which Hitler and 
his associated freedom destroyers in the totalitarian dictator- 
ship of nazi Germany and its stolen territory in other European 
countries have assassinated democracy and democratic insti- 
tutions. 


The great masses of American working men and women, 
north, south, east and west, should be especially militant in plac- 
ing their stamp of disapproval on anything bearing the label 
“Made in Germany” by refusing to buy such articles, This is 
important because of the fact that the first thing Hitler and his 
madmen have done and continue to do wherever they acquire 
power is to destroy the free trade union movement and terrorize 
and imprison trade union officers and members. 


This telling point was emphasized by William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of Labor, in an address on a 
radio program arranged by the American Council Against Nazi 
propaganda which was broadcast from Washington, D. C., 
over a Columbia Broadcasting System network. 

After reviewing the terrible onslaught against freedom and 
democracy unleashed by the nazi dictators wherever their brutal 
policies have been applied, with especial emphasis on Czecho- 
slovakia as the most recent example of their liberty-destroying 
dictatorship, Mr. Green said: 

“The destruction of free, democratic trade unions in Ger- 
many and now in Austria, Czechoslovakia and other territories 
seized by Hitler is a matter of deep concern and of tremendous 
importance to the working people of our country. 

“Before the advent of Hitler free democratic trade unions 
were firmly established in the economic and industrial life of 
Germany. This was also true of Austria and Czechoslovakia. 
There the trade unions served in the promotion and advance- 
ment of the economic life of their different countries and, as in 
the United States, stood as a bulwark in defense and protection 
of democracy, freedom and self-government. 

“The working people in the United States protest, with all 
the strength and power at their command, against the wiping 
out of trade unions and trade unionism in Germany, Austria and 
Czechoslovakia. 

“These killing blows directed at trade unionism abroad serve 
as additional reasons why the great masses of the people and 
their friends in the United States should boycott Germany as 
it has never been boycotted before.”

Green Corrects Senator Wagner's Wrong 
Interpretation of Two Labor Act 
Amendments Sponsored by the A.F. of L. 


On April 11 the senate committee on education and labor 
began its hearings on proposed amendments to the national 
labor relations act. 

Senator Robert F. Wagner of New York was the first wit- 
ness. He epitomized the history and results of the labor act 
from its passage by congress in 1935, its enactment, he said, 
being achieved ‘‘with the active co-operation of the American 
Federation of Labor.” 

Senator Wagner expressed his opposition to certain amend- 
ments, notably those offered by Senator Burke of Nebraska, 
which were evidently designed to destroy the effectiveness of 
the act in protecting the workers’ right to organize in labor 


unions. 

In addition to the Burke amendments the committee on education and 
labor had before it the amendments sponsored by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor contained in the bill introduced by Senator Walsh of Massa- 
chusetts. The purpose of the A, F. of L. amendments is to strengthen the 
labor act and prevent its being used by the national labor relations 


board to destroy A. F. of L. unions and build up the C. I. O., whose aim 
is likewise the destruction of the American Federation of Labor. 

Senator Wagner criticized two of the A. F. of L. amendments. One of 
them, he said, would remove from the labor act the provision that em- 
ployers shall not “interfere” with the self-organization of their employes. 
He claimed that this amendment would “remove a form of protection” 
for workers that is basic in the labor act and similar measures. 

Another amendment in the Walsh bill sponsored by the A, F. of L., 
Senator Wagner said, “would authorize the district courts to issue proper 
writs at any time to compel the board to perform its functions and du- 
ties.” This amendment, he claimed, would cause delay in determining 
cases by enabling the parties concerned to “shuffle” matters in dispute 
back and forth between the courts and the labor board. 

At the conclusion of the opening hearing held by the senate committee 
on education and labor, William Green, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, issued the following comment on Senator Wagner's 
statement: 

“Senator Wagner’s statement was in general accord with the posi- 
tion of the American Federation of Labor except in two particulars. 

“The senator objected to the removal of the word ‘interference’ in 
the section of the law dealing with unfair labor practices by em- 
ployers. 

“This was done in the amendments sponsored by the A. F. of L. 
because the national labor relations board has stretched the word 
‘interference’ to cover any and all situations. 

“Many of its interpretations have been so far-fetched as to con- 
found the intent of the law. To remedy such abuses of discretionary 
power we have specifically stated in our amendments what actually 
constitutes employer interference with the legitimate activities of 
labor unions. 

“We want the rules of the game plainly stated in the law so that 
they can be fully understood by workers, employers and the board 
alike. 

“Secondly, the senator complains of the amendment giving the 
federal district courts jurisdiction to issue appropriate writs to com- 
pel the board to perform its duties. He says this amendment will 
result in delay and prolonged litigation. 

“We see no such danger. 

“The object of this amendment is to provide judicial review of de- 
cisions of the board in representation cases and to compel the board 
to act in a case on petition of an aggrieved union. 

“At present the board asserts its decisions in representation cases 
are final and not subject to review in any court of the land. We con- 
sider this position by the board entirely unfair and un-American. 

“In his statement Senator Wagner made it clear that he feels the 
American Federation of Labor desires to strengthen and perfect the 
national labor relations act. 

“We believe his expressed sympathy with our motives should serve 
to refute false and ridiculous charges by dual labor groups seeking 
to misrepresent the federation’s position. 

“Senator Wagner stated that the American Federation of Labor 


gave him full support in the enactment of the national labor rela- 
tions act. 


“We hope for his aid and support in the enactment of amendments 
to perfect the act.”
